MINE FLOODING 
NEW DANGER IN 


Pumpmen and Engineers 
to Be Called Out.

ARLY hatched chicks are usually 
the strongest and the most vigor- 
ous ones in the flock, but coming 
early when the weather is cool 

and damp, they must be handled with 

great care during the first few days. 

Eggs usually hatch on the twentyfirst 

day after they have been set but may 

go longer in cool weather. 

At hatching time the temperature of 
the incubator should be watched care- 
fully. The chicks may be kept in the 
incubator for the first two days. Where 
the chicks are left in the chamber of 
the incubator, tack a dark cloth over 

the glass door to shut out the light. 
In this way the chicks do not crowd to 
the front of the incubator.

after corning from the shell.

Meredith Sounds Warn- 
ing Before Tile Men. 


E. T. Meredith, former secretary of 
agriculture, told the Hollow Building 
Tile association yesterday that the 
business and labor situation is largely 
due to a drop in the price of farm prod- 
ucts. 

“ Millions of men are out of work and 


automobile factories and other indus- 


trial plants are shut down because the 


farmer has been obliged to suffer a 
Wal loss,” he said. “A condition like 


country, for the prosperity of the busi- 
ness man is made possible by the 
farmer. It is good insurance for the 
business man to take interest in the 
affairs of agriculture.” 

He said lumber has reached such a 
price its use is more or less prohibited 
in the city or on the farm, and it is 
probably going higher. 

He said a survey of the farm build- 
ing situation just before he left the de- 
partment of agriculture at Washington 
showed many farmers are planning to 
build houses, barns, cribs, and other 
minor buildings, and that 85 per cent 
of them intended to use lumber. 

Mr. Meredith urged that more atten- 
tion be given the permanency of farm 
buildings. The use of tile has been 
recommended by the department of 
agriculture, he said, and, while there 
is only a relatively small percentage 
of the material used, he thinks the 
greatest field for hollow tile is on the 
farm.

Sinclair Consolidated Oil 
Shows Big Gain in Profits 


The annual report of the Sinclair Con- 
solidated Oil corporation for the year 
ended Dec. 31, 1920, shows net earnings 
after operating expenses of $35,580,415, 
an increase of $12,909,517 over the 1919 
results. Before deducting the reserves 
for depreciation and depletion, the year’s 
surplus was $30,388,217. After deprecia- 
tion charges and preferred dividends the 
year's surplus was $18,553,520, equal aft- 
er preferred dividends to $4.75 a share on 
the 3,909,944 shares of common stock. 
This compares with $2.55 a share on 3,- 
767,593 shares in 1919. 

An increase of about 7,250,000 barrels 
in production of crude oil for the year 
was reported as compared with 1919. The 
total crude oil production was 19,738,000 
bris. The report reveals two important 
acquisitions in Europe. A large interest 
in the Compagnie Industrielle des Pe- 
troles of France was purchased. The 
company purchased also the business 
and plan of Sudan Freres, Ghent, Bel- 
gium.
